T'S AT LEAST BE CONSISTENT 


_ When representatives of the California Division of Highways 
recently held a public hearing in Porterville relative to plans for 
ultimate conversion of highway 65 into an expressway west of 
- Porterville, hue and cry of the opposition was great indeed, and 
| preponderence of expressed opinion was to the effect that we 
| the people want 65 left just as it is — no expressway. 


It was stated that full freeways, or expressways, are just fine 
- some place else in California, but keep them away from Porter- 
~ ville; that if the state wants to move fast traffic north and south, 
- build another few lanes alongside of highway 99; (surely this re- 
mark must have been only for a laugh.) 


And it was stated that if the state highway department has 
~ money to spend then go to work on highway 190 between 65 and 
| 99; extend highway 190 across the Sierra; and finish up the north 
and south ends of highway 65—but we don't want a full freeway 
west of Porterville, just leave 65 like it is. 


Now it's true that W. L. Welch, district five highway en- 
gineer, said at the hearing that perhaps the state's plans were 
"premature", and he did agree to back off the firing line and 
take another look at the situation. 


But there is one fact that is perhaps being overlooked local- 
ly: Highway 65 is set up in the state system as a full freeway, 
and that's what it will become, just as other state highways have 
so become, when traffic increases to such a point that a full free- 
way is necessary. 


And let's take a look at our own community activity. It 
was said in the public hearing that we don't want an expressway, 
but we advocate east and west extension of highway 190 and 
further improvement of sections of highway 65 — which would 
produce more traffic along highway 65; 


The Porterville chamber of commerce, through the Orange 

Belt Highway association has been working along with the East 

99 Highway association which visualizes East 99 ultimately com- 

ing down the edge of the foothills, and probably tieing into the 

resent 65 highway — which would produce more traffic on 
Feahweiy 65; 


We have a chamber of commerce committee telling tourists 
about this area; if the tourists listen, more traffic on highway 65; 


We have an industrial committee that is seeking to bring 
more industry to this area; if successful, more traffic on high- 
way 65; 

We have heard considerable talk of late about Porterville 
progressing and growing — if it does, more traffic on highway 
65; 

We made quite a project of putting a directional sign just 
out of Bakersfield, hoping to turn 99 highway traffic onto high- 
way 65. 


In short, we are working for many things, as a community, 
that will increase traffic on highway 65 — and when that traffic 
becomes sufficiently heavy, 65 will become on the ground what 
it is now on paper — an expressway. 


So, let's at least be consistent. If we want to block off the 
Porterville community with Keep Out signs, this is a possible

STORY GOING around now is 
that, Bob Natzke, who practices 
Jaw as a hobby, and who, along 
with Larry Gill, has purchased 
both the Asnen Meadow Pack 
station and the Cedar Slope re- 
sort, is dieckering for the Sequoia 
National Forest...

SEEMS LIKE our good friends,

SITTING TN the reeent hear- 
ing .concerning conversion — of 
highway 65 into a full freeway 
sort of turned back the clock 
back about 10 or 12) years in 
fact, when the question conecern- 
ing 65° highway was whether or 
not it shonld he moved off Por- 
terville’s Main street, and. if so, 
to where, 


AT THAT time we were serv- 
jing as chairman of the .Porter- 
ville chamber of commerce road 
committee and it was this com- 
mittee that sort of took hold of 
things and finally got the pres- 
ent location of 65 pinned down 

after several public meetings 
that played to standing - room - 
only crowds. 


WE WERE told then by cer- 
tain businessmen that if 65 traf- 
fie was taken off Main street, 
Porterville was dead; if the 
highway had to be moved, keep 
it as close to Main street as pos- 
sible, maybe on Fourth street, 
or ID street; that if the highway 
was put ‘out in the country” 
Porterville could expect to lose 
all its tourist business; and if 
the highway went “way out 
west’, the city would also lose 
its trading areas toward the 
west, for the highway would cut 
the community in two. And we 
were told then that while high- 
way 65 would initially be a lim- 
ited freeway, it would eventually 
become a full freeway. 


NOW, THE same old argu- 
ments are popping up concern- 
ing the changing of Highway 65 
into a full freeway. But exper- 
ience has shown that the dire 
predictions of 10 or 12 years 
ago did not come to pass, and if 
a mistake was made in relocat- 
ing highway 65 as it now is, 
that mistake may well have been 
not putting it far enough to the 
west. 


AT ANY rate the question of 
highway 65’s future was not 
answered, only delayed, at the 
recent public hearing, and it be- 
hooves everyone concerned to 
work with the state highway de- 
partment and pin down future 
plans for 65 as soon as possible. 


WE SAY this because High- 
way 65 is set up as a full free- 
way in the state system, and as 
soon as traffic becomes heavy 
enough, 65 will physically be- 
come a full freeway. This can 
be expected in perhaps 10 years, 
if present traffic rate growth 
continues in California at its 
present pace. 


ONE UNFORTUNATE fact of 
life is that when a major change 
is made in a highway, certain 
individuals often suffer unduly 
and others often gain unduly. 
Every effort should be made to 
minimize both extremes, and it 
is to be hoped that highway en- 
gineers can come up with a mod- 
ified plan that will take into bet- 
ter account the business prop- 
erty along 65.

The truth of the Bible has 
been proven repeatedly, for cen- 
turies, by the fulfilment of the 
prophetic Word, by the archeolo- 
gist’s spade, and by the upright 
lives of Bible-believing men and 


To benefit from the Bible, you 
must read it. It must be studied 
as eagerly as a hungry man seek- 
ing food. Too many of us make 
excuses for not reading it. We 
are NOT too busy. The Bible is 
NOT confusing — if approached 
reverently and obeyed honestly. 

The few supposed “errors” in 
the Bible will no doubt disappear 
in time, as most have already 
done. 

One of these “errors” is the 
word unicorn. The 70 scholars 
translating the Old Testament 
into Greek in the third century 
B.C. found a Hebrew word which 
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apparently familiar to the He- 
brew writers; but the translat- 
ors, living centuries after the 
Hebrew text was written, did not 
know which animal was meant. 
For some reason, they translated 
the Hebrew into monokeros, 
meaning, an animal with one 
horn. They probably meant the 
rhinoceros. But in subsequent 
translations, into Latin and Eng- 
lish, the word became unicorn. 
What animal was really meant 
by the Hebrew writers? No one- 
horned animal was meant. but 
the wild ox. This was learned 
from Assyrian tablets picturing

trees and delays normal produc- 
tion. 

Newly planted citrus trees and 
especially citrus replants in old 
orchards are often damaged by 
thrips during summer and fall. 

Replants in an old orchard are 
apt to be most seriously affected 
because they grow when the sur- 
rounding older trees are not 
actively growing. Thrips go for 
the young trees. A replant tree 
that is protected against thrips 
often makes two or three times 
the growth of one not protected. 

Control with sabadilla and 
sugar is usually excellent but 
fails when the humidity is high. 
Parathion and malathion are 
usually effective. DDT may be 
used as an alternate spray or 
dust, but should be applied in 
non resistant areas and then 
used only once a year or alter- 
nated with organic phosphate 
sprays. 

The same conditions should be 
observed when dieldrin is used. 

Regardless of the treatment 
employed, the results need watch- 
ing and re-treatment done as 
necessary.

laden with prickly burs, (which 
serve as painful reminders of the 
‘Wweed’s presence) it has all the 
pesky nature of any annual 
weed. It chokes, smothers and 
robs young plants of their food 
and moisture. The seeds, pressed 
into the ground by human foot 
and mechanical farm workers, 
lie in wait and beat the spring- 
sown plants to the surface. Giv- 
en plenty of room in which to 
grow, it stretches out like a lazy 
Sunday bather, but when crowd- 
ed, it takes to the air like the 
man on the flying trapeze, 
clutching for the nearest object 
for support. Even frost and sea- 
son’s end bring farmers no re- 
lief for, the multi-spined burs 
are as troublesome when de- 
tached from the plants as they 
are when clinging to them. 

So, the news that the pesky 
alien’s day may soon be ended, is 
sure to be noted with more than 
passing interest. Ironically, the 
one selected to do the job is one 
of his own fellow countrymen — 
the Mediterranean Beetle — that 
has been imported into this coun- 
try to literally eat his fellow 
countryman to death. 

The beetle’s (there are two

A draft of a proposed new juv- 
enile court law was included, 
which served as the basis for a 
new and improved law enact- 
ment at our recent session. 

First, the measure sets up 
three classifications of persons 


! who come within the jurisdiction 


of juvenile courts. A ““depend- 


tent” child is one who has no 
! parent or parents, or none will- 


ing and able to support or con- 


; trol him. Another class includes 


those who are incorrigible or 
truant, and therefore in danger 
of leading bad lives. The last 
includes those minors who vio- 
late any state, federal, or local 
law defining crime, or who fail 
to obey a lawful order of a juv- 
enile court. 

Second, the new law requires 
that if any minor is taken into 
custody a petition setting forth 
the reasons for his detention 
must be filed in juvenile court 
within 48 hours, and a hearing 
on this petition must be Held by 
the court within three days, or 
he must be released promptly. 

Third, the law strengthens the 
Provision permitting legal coun- 
Sel for juveniles. If neither he 
nor his family can provide a law- 


: tween them.

yer, the court must appoint a_ 
public defender for him. 
Fourth, juvenile court hear- 
ings must now be held in two

In fact, 
were the beetles to destroy only 
the plant’s vegetation and leave 
the reproductive bur, they would 
be no more helpful than the oth- 
er past-tried methods, in fact, 
would achieve no more than Jack 
Frost accomplishes each season. 

For, it is the bur that is the 
real villain. More specifically, 
the seed within the bur.

produce, the puncture vine dies. 

At least, that is what is hoped. 
But, even with the best of suc- 
cess, complete eradication of the 
longtime pest will be slow in 
coming, for the beetles are limit- 
ed to the pods they can use as 
incubators. These are the young, 
tender burs, the older, more ma- 
tured ones being much too tough 
and durable for even the hard- 
nose, sharp-toothed foreigners 
to sink their teeth in. This is 
perfectly understandable as wit- 
ness those puncture vine burs in 
automobile tires. It’s uncanny 
how they can travel for miles 
over rough roads without so 
much as bending a spine. In 
fact, they’re usually in better 
condition at the end of a trip 
than the driver of the vehicle. 

But the developed burs won’t 
be the only ones left behind. 
There are millions of other burs 
safe from the beetle’s molars 
tucked away under the ground, 
waiting only for their enemies 
to relax their vigilance to emerge 
with renewed vigor. This ‘‘ace 
in the hole’, so the speak, has 
whipped many an adversary. 

However, in spite of the 
beetle’s limited selection, and af- 
ter having observed their enor- 
mous appetites, we’re willing to 
give the biological warriors at 
least a fifty-fifty chance. Pro- 
viding, that is, that one of our 
deadly agricultural sprays doesn’t 
cut short their visit. An un- 
likely prospcet, according to 
Kennett, who believes the beetles 
to be resistant.
